eorrespondent of the Mirror ana’ 
Farmer applics the “hot water cure’ 
to hard milking cews In this way:— 
Before milking put two or three 
handfuls of hot water upon each teat, 
as hot as the hard will bear. After 
giving the teatsa therongh soaking. 
wipe Iightly with & dry cleth, or 
strip with the hand until there is no 
danger of the water dripping into 
the pail; then milk at onee. By 
this means a hard milker can be 
milked in half the asua! time. 


The official agricultural retarns of 
Gireat Britain and her colonies bave 
just been receined, from whieh it 
appears that the total wheat area ol 
India is placed at 26,000,000 acres, 
and the yield isa fairly good yoar 
at nine ana three-fourths beshels of 
wheat to the acre, which would 
make the total yield of India about 
242,000,000 bushels. The total ex- 
port of Incian wheat for 1883 is re- 
ported to have been nearly 42,000, 
000. The total quantity of wheat, 
including flour, imported into Great 
Britain last year, was 141,000,000 
bushels, of which there were received 
from the Uuited States, 67,000,000 
bushels, and from India nearly 19. 
000,000 bushels. 


This is the difference between 
Jersey and Alderney eows: The 
former has been kept pure bred on 
the Channel Island of that name fer 
along time; no foreign cattle have 
been permitted to be imported into 
Jersey for over a handred years.

They are not so fine as 
either of these two latter breeds 
have now become and are more un- 
even in their makeap. The term 
Alderney was applied by mistake by 
the English to Jersey cows’ when 
they first began to import them 
many years ago, but it is not arsed 
now, each breed being distinetly 
classed by itself.
